Introduction 

E xamination of courses of study in use throughout 
the United States shows a. growing emphasis on the 
study of our neighbor republics. A recent study made 
by the U. S. Office of Education 1 states, “Both elementary 
and secondary schools report the inclusion of units on other 
American republics in the regular course's of various depart- 
ments of the curriculum.’.’ This bibliography has been pre- 
pared as an aid to teachers, librarians, and young people in 
securing factual information on industries, products; and 
transportation In Latin America as a part of the social studies 
work in elementary and junior high 'schools. In addition a 
few’ stories have been included which show the relation of 
the people to the industries of the country. t 

Materials have been’ selected with the following criteria 
in mind: 


1. That the text and pictures be up to date. Only a few 
bqoks have been included which were published prior to 
• 1936. Those included contain information which remains 
essentially unchanged. The reader must keep in mind the 
fact that the present war has brought about constantly . 
changing situations winch alter many of the statements in 
even the newest books. . 


2. That the information be of sufficient value at the 
reading level for which it was wTitten. For example, a 
geography planned for fourth grade use will treat a specific 
topic less comprehensively than one planned for junior high 
school use. 'Also it will quite * naturally stress different 
aspects of the topic. 

3. That the material listed be available for purchase or 
distribution. *he present war emergency has curtailed the

’ of the material and indicates the approximate 4 grade level. 
The grade level refers to reading difficulty only and is not 
intended to limit the use of the material to any specific 
grade. Since the list is planned for elementary and junior 
high school use, Jhe highest level indicated is the ninth 
grade. Illustrations make the material useful to grades 
studying a particular |subject.
